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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious a system design, 
proposal and programming method and apparatus, inter alia, comprising: coupling the 
assembled system to a network; and configuring memory objects within the devices by 
downloading, after assembly of the system and via the network, at least the device 
designation data from the database into respective memory objects of the devices. 

The most remarkable prior art of record is to Skoolicas (U.S. Patent No. 
6,230,403). Skoolicas discloses a microprocessor programming station, wherein 
programmable devices are programmed using programming specifications (Skoolicas: 
column 34, lines 41-57). However, Skoolicas does not teach configuring 
programmable devices after assembly of the system. The claims' of the instant 
invention requires a technique whereby the information from the database is 
downloaded and programmed into the memory objects embedded within each 
programmable device after assembly of the system has already taken place. 

None of the prior art of record remedies the deficiencies found in Skoolicas. 
Furthermore, neither the prior art, the nature of the problem, nor knowledge of a person 
having ordinary skill in the art, provide any reasonable rationale to combine prior art 
teachings.
